A Levittown Marine sees 
Lebanon as a country of “hot 
days, cold nights, 
boredom 
and $5 cases of Pepsi-Cola.” 
In his first letters home, 
Pfc. Wilbert O’Connell, 2 Ves­ 
try Lane, Vermilion Hill, told 
his family he landed in Leb­ 
anon with the first group of 
Marines ashore. 


Pvt. O’Connell said his out­ 
fit was stationed near Beirut 
but moved up into the hills 
several days later to relieve 


another Marine company over­ 
looking rebel territory. 
“It’s so hot here,” the Lev­ 
ittown marine wrote home, 
“that the drinking water is 
always boiling. The only thing 
we can drink to stay cool is 
Pepsi 
Cola. They hawk it 
from the beach at $5 a case. 
But what can we do 


Gat C-Rations 
“We live in fox holes,” he 
wrote, “and have been eating 
( ’-rations every day since we 


got here. I’m getting pretty 
tired of that stuff.” 
Pfc. O’Connell, a Pennsbury 
High School graduate and a 
Marine for two years, said he 
got a big surprise when he 
met a fellow Pennsbury grad­ 
uate, Ron Corso, a couple of 
days after he got to Lebanon. 


Work For Day 
Pfc. O’Connell told his folks 
“the bugs about drive us nuts 
here. The probably have noth­ 
ing to eat so they chew us up. 


“They keep us busy piling 
up sand bags all day. Most 
of the time we just lay around 
and take the sun.” 


Mrs. 
O’Connell 
said 
she 
was “scared to death” when 
she read of the Marine being 
shot by a buddy, but was 
relieved when the name was 
finally released. 


O’Connell 
said 
the 
dead 
Marine was in his outfit. “He 
was shot by a sergeant in my 
platoon. He was a wireman 


like me. The sergeant ‘crack­ 
ed up” over it and they sent 
him 
back 
to 
the 
states,” 
O’Connell wrote. 


The Marines do not get any 
information on the political 
situation in Lebanon. He said 
they heard there was a new 
president but they didn’t know 
what it all meant. Stars and 
Stripes, the Army newspaper, 
and a 
British Broadcasting 
Company news program, are 


the only methods of informa­ 
tion. 


Pay Day 
In his 
last 
letter, dated 
August I, Pfc. O’Connell said 
the Marines finally got paid. 
“We got three hours off that 
night and went into a local 
casino. 
“We also were able to buy 
eggs and bread from some of 
the local hucksters.” 
The Levittown Marine said 
he didn’t have any idea when 


they would pull out of Leb­ 
anon. The Marines were told 
they probably would go back 
to the States when they leave 
and not continue on the Med­ 
iterranean cruise which was 
cut short by the Lebanon 
landings. 


Pfc. O’Connell said he ran 
out of money after pay day. 


“The cases of Pepsi are 
down to $3 now that we are 
broke again,” he wrote.
